W ith its supreme 

manoeuvrability and the 
handling of a premium 
water skiing boat, the 
Panache 2450 Wake Edition is making its 
presence felt out on the water. Throw in 
a variety of well-chosen extras and the 
striking graphics and you have the new 
Wake Edition. We took a trip down to the 
Vaal River to see what Linex Yamaha had in 
store for us. 

We tested the Panache 2450 shortly 
after its release in 2007 and everything we 
said then still holds true. Impressive build 
quality combined with superb design and 
execution ensures that it can compete on 
equal terms with the best in the world. 

The Wake Edition by Linex Yamaha builds 
on this superb platform with a selection 
of well- chosen additions, making it a very 
versatile tow boat. 

The Panache 2450 is an imposing sight 
on its double -axle trailer on the slipway but 
once it gets out on the water, it cuts a sleek 
figure with the new Wake Edition graphics 
adding to its already handsome profile. 


Once on board you realise just how 
much space there is, with plenty of 
seating and numerous storage spaces of 
varying amounts. While the interior layout 
of the Wake Edition is identical to the 
standard Panache 2450, the quality of the 
upholstery material receives an upgrade, 
while the stitching provides a pleasing 
accent. 

Standard on the Panache 2450 Wake 
Edition is a forward-facing tower with 
an XXL canopy. The tower is fitted with 
two speakers which have built-in bullet 
lights, creating the perfect highlight to 
accompany the sweet sounds coming from 
the boat. A wakeboard rack is fitted to the 
tower as is an enormous rear- view mirror 
which provides a clear view of skiers or 
wake boarders behind the boat. While the 
standard sound system will suit most, Linex 
Yamaha offers a range of upgrade options 
for those who want something a bit more 
powerful. 

The bow area features seats on either 
side which can be converted to a large, 
flat sunning area when the central filler 




cushion is in place. The cockpit has a large 
J- shaped seat that extends down the port 
side and across the rear of the cockpit. 

The pilot's seat features a flip-up bolster, 
a useful addition to allow for those of 
shorter stature, like this reviewer, to see 
over the windscreen in comfort! A single 
seat behind the pilot's seat completes the 
interior accommodation. The Panache 2450 
Wake Edition also includes a removable 
cocktail table that is perfect for those 
relaxing sundowner cruises. 

There are plenty of storage areas, starting 
with the anchor hatch, complete with 
Danforth anchor, at the bow to the large 
hatch in the stern. A carpeted, central, ski 
hatch is set into the deck while a storage 
compartment at the driver's feet contains 
a fire extinguisher. Another hatch on the 
port side of the walkway between bow and 
cockpit is large enough to store all but the 
largest of cooler boxes. 

While the Panache 2450 Wake Edition 
is a big boat, once underway, you tend to 
forget about her size as she handles super 
smoothly. Ride comfort is exceptional. 
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There was a fair breeze blowing up a bit of 
a chop on the water while we were testing 
the boat but it wasn't even noticeable at 
any speed travelled that day. The impressive 
stability of the Panache 2450 allowed us 
to shoot video of a wakeboarder using 
a hand-held camera and get perfectly 
acceptable results, something that is not 
easy to do even on dry land. 

The size of the boat allows the pilot to 
change the wake profile by adjusting the 
motor trim, but, if an even bigger wake is 
required, the Panache 2450 Wake Edition 
can be fitted with an optional 200 litre 
ballast tank in the cavernous stern storage 
area to really pump up the wakes. 

The test craft was fitted with a Yamaha 
VMAX SHO 250 outboard motor 
which falls right in the middle of the 
recommended 200 to 300 HP power 
range. At the heart of the Yamaha VMAX 
SHO 250 is a 4.2 litre V6 powerhead. 


Yamaha engineers have performed their 
magic with this engine and have produced 
a four- stroke motor that will outperform 
its two -stoke equivalent while returning 
improved fuel economy. The motor looks 
big, even on the back of the Panache 2450 
Wake Edition, but clever use of weight- 
saving material results in a dry weight of 
just 229 kg. 

Performance wise, the Yamaha VMAX 
SHO 250 is a dream. The motor has loads of 
low-down and mid-range torque - which is 
ideal when towing skiers or wake boarders 
-yet still provides plenty of Top end' for 
those that have a need for speed. 

On the test boat, the motor was 
coupled to Yamaha's 6YC gauge which 
provides vital motor and technical 
information on a high definition, high 
contrast, colour screen. The gauge allows 
you to track engine RPM, fuels levels, 
fuel economy, speed and many other 


functions, displaying them in a number 
of easily selectable configurations. The 
gauge also records trip distance and 
engine hours. Its compact size (about 170 
mm) results in an aesthetically pleasing 
and uncluttered dash. 

So, did we like the Panache 2450 Wake 
Edition? The answer has to be a resounding 
yes. We were very impressed with the 
original Panache 2450 when we tested it a 
number of years ago and the new Panache 
2450 Wake Edition still manages to tick all 
the right boxes. Linex Yamaha's carefully 
selected additions and enhancements to 
the Wake Edition cleverly creates a boat 
that provides everything needed to enjoy 
that special day skiing or wakeboarding 
with friends. 

The new Panache 2450 Wake Edition 
starts at R675 000.

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HIDDEN GEM O F T HE MONTH

STERKFONTEIN DAM 

RECHARGE YOUR BATTERY AT THIS 
PLEASING PLACE OF POWER 


S terkfontein Dam is a 7000ha 
delight of watery wonder 
situated near Harrismith in the 
Free State. It houses the biggest 
hydro-electric power plant in South 
Africa. The dam itself is located within 
an 18 OOOha nature reserve which offers 
many different varieties of beautiful 
flora and fauna as well as compelling 
landscapes and a number of outdoor 
activities such as fly fishing, birding 
and boating to suit the whole family. 
Sterkfontein Dam forms part of the Tugela 
Vaal water transfer scheme, which is a 
pumped water- storage scheme involving 
the net transfer of up to 630 million m 3 of 
water. The dam lies a few kilometres from 
the edge of the Drakensberg Escarpment 
in the upper reaches of the Vaal Dam 
catchment area. The grassed mountain 
slopes, lushly vegetated kloofs and steep 
gorges typify this area and create the 
most scenic backdrop for those seeking to 


get back to nature. 

Going on long walks in the breathtaking 
landscape or fishing as the waters lap 
gently at your feet is one way to wash 
away the "work and business blues". 
Water sports are a must and the fly 
fishing at Sterkfontein Dam ranks as one 
of the best on the African continent. Be 
prepared for the yellowfish to put up a 
very good fight as they are renowned 
for their gameness. Smallmouth bass 
are more common catches than the 
largemouth bass and the clear waters 
lend themselves to sight fishing, which 
is always a plus. Ask the locals about 
best fishing areas on the dam and they 
might direct you to spots such as The 
Cliffs, Whale Rock, Coots Corner, Short 
Wall, Sandy Bay, Bird Island, North Pier, 
Ledges, South Pier and Bird Island Bay. 

If you ask nicely, they might even tell you 
what fish you can expect to catch at their 
prized locations. 


BIRDS, BUCK AND BEAUTY 

If it's animals and birds you're looking 
for when the others are out on the water, 
you could well see wildebeest, mountain 
reedbuck, blesbok and springbok out on 
the rolling plains. You might even catch 
a glimpse of an African wildcat if you 
have a keen eye. As a birder, you will 
be amazed at the more than 230 bird 
species in the area. You might even spot 
a Cape vulture or a bearded vulture, (no 
it's not Oom Klaas waking up from his 
afternoon nap) if you're lucky. 

ACCOMMODATION AT THE DAM 

There are many self-catering chalets 
in the reserve and camping facilities 
with electrical points. There is no shop 
in the reserve, so a 25km trip into 
Harrismith is required to replenish 
provisions. For those in search of a 
little more luxury, the Qwantani Berg 
and Bush Resort can be found on the 
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other side of the dam where you will 
be pampered to perfection. Personally, 

I love sitting at the campfire, right next 
to the water as it dances and comes 
alive in the moonlight. When my eyes 
begin to droop, it's only a few steps to 
the warm confines of my tent where 
I can drift off to exciting dreams of 
outdoor adventures, wonderful wildlife, 
cavernous kloofs, fierce fighting fish, 
fiery campfire flames and ...

YOU STRONG 

Sterkfontein offers all its visitors the 
chance to take in a scenic beauty that is 
undisturbed and offers tempting 
tranquility to all who are willing to shake 
off the stresses and strains of city life. 
Nature flourishes at your doorstep and it 
is a vacation destination that will suit the 
whole family. And, if you are not 
fortunate enough to see a real bearded 
vulture, watching Oom Klaas stumble 
out of his tent after his midday siesta is 
equally rewarding and very funny, 
because he always trips over the tent's 
guy ropes. ID

SLALOM 101 - SLALOM 
MISCONCEPTIONS 

On my recent trip to the US, one 
evening a group of instructors and I 
performed a classroom session entitled 
Slalom Skiing 101. During this session I 
gained valuable insight into what skiers 
thought and that is where the idea 
for this article was formulated. I will 
be concentrating on some of slalom's 


biggest misconceptions over the next 
few issues. In this article we are going 
to look at why skiing on your back foot 
doesn't help you at all on the slalom 
course, whether you trying to get across 
the wakes more quickly, turn more 
efficiently or even slow down. 

Many skiers believe that by pushing 
down on their back foot, we are able to 
slow the ski down, as we are essentially 
now pushing the ski through the water 
instead of riding on top of the water. 

This is an old school technique and is 
incorrect in modern-day skiing. The best 
way to get a ski to slow down is to push 


all your weight onto your front foot. By 
doing so you will have more ski in the 
water, which will mean that you will 
slow down a lot faster. So, remember, 
next time when you find you are coming 
into your turn or gate too fast, bring all 
your weight to the front of the ski in 
order to retard forward movement. 

Another misconception about riding 
on your back foot is that if we put all 
our weight on our back foot as we finish 
our turn, as well sit down on the back 
of the ski, we will go faster across the 
wake. This is incorrect. The most efficient 
stance for a water skier is to be balanced 
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over the ski. By pushing down on your 
back foot through the wake, the tip of 
the ski will ride out the water, meaning 
you won't be able to generate the 
required degree of angle going across 
the wakes because you won't be able 
to point the ski in the desired direction. 
What you need to do here is to be more 
on the front foot. 

A common mistake is made by riding 
on the back foot out the turn. This tends 
to fight the boat due to the exaggerated 
backward lean. With modern, approved 
tournament boats, you need to use the 
boat to your advantage, so instead of 
leaning back, you need to lean across in 
order to travel in your desired cross - 
course direction. 

Lastly, a mistake that is often made 
is that you can't get the ski to turn 
because all our weight is on the back or 
tail of the ski. If you have ever watched 
a car drift, you will notice how the back 
of the car slides around while the front 
part of the car seems anchored in the 
same place. The same thing applies 
with water skiing. In order for you to 
turn efficiently and easily, the best way 
is to transfer most of your weight to 
the front foot so the back of the ski 
can finish coming around and you can 
complete the turn. 

Remember, rocking onto your back 
foot doesn't achieve anything except 
push water and spray into your face. 
Stay balanced over your ski in order 
maximise your angle, slow the ski down 
and turn more efficiently.

Towing behind your boat requires care and finesse 


T owing is no longer restricted to skiing and 

wakeboarding as there are numerous other disciplines 
such as wake skating, knee boarding, tube riding and 
multi-person inflatable riding that have joined the fun 
watersports fray. With this increase in towing watersport traffic 
comes the need to be more careful and a lot more vigilant on 
the waterways. Leisure Boating went in search of 10 top tips that 
will improve your towing abilities and reduce accidents. 

• SAFETY SESSION 

Always wear an approved PFD that offers you premium 
protection when being towed. Use a PFD that fits snugly 
and won't slip off if you hit the water at speed. 


• CHECK YOUR GEAR 

Before entering the water, ensure that your gear is in order and 
does not show any signs of significant wear and tear. If your 
equipment does show signs of deterioration, replace it with 
new equipment. This includes everything from tow ropes to 
general equipment. 

• KNOW YOUR WATERWAY 

It is always advisable that you get to know your waterway the 
best you can. If it is your first time at a particular waterway, 
take time to inspect it from your boat for sand banks, shallow 
water, rocky outcrops, docks near the shoreline, swimmers, 
pilings, other watercraft and any dangers that could present 
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themselves. It is always a good idea to ask 
the locals for advice. 

• ENGINES OFF 

Always turn off the engine when a rider 
enters and exits the water. The propeller 
can be very dangerous and the boat's 
exhaust produces carbon monoxide 
which has detrimental health implications 
when inhaled. 

• SPOT YOUR RIDER 

Always have a spotter to check the progress 
of the riders behind the boat. The spotter 
can also communicate easily with the driver 
when the rider indicates he wants more 
or less speed or whether they wish to 
turn or stop. 

• INFLATABLE TUBES 

Always adhere to the maximum person or 
weight recommendations set out by the 
manufacturers of the tubes. Exceeding these 
recommended maximum allowable limits 
can endanger the lives of those being towed. 

• HAVE LIMITS 

Being the boat owner, it is your 
responsibility to ask those being towed what 
their limits are and to impart the need for 
the use of correct hand signals. That way, 
those being towed will be able to operate at 
a speed that is in line with their ability. 

• REAL RESPECT 

Always respect the person being towed, 
other boaters in the area and even those 
residents who live in close proximity to the 
water. You're a temporary waterway resident, 
not the owner of it. 

• DEFINED DISTANCES 

As a rule, always keep your skier at least 
two times the length of the tow rope from 
the shoreline. 

• NO ALCOHOL 

Drinking or drugs on a tow boat will impair 
the skipper's ability to take sensible action 
should it be required in the event of an 
emergency. Keep your boat free of alcohol 
and drugs. 

Having the time of your life on the water is 
not all about power and glory, it's more 
about maintaining a sensible head. ID

BEST BOATING ETIQUETTE 


Minding your manners when on the water and at the marina 


R ecreational boating has 
many customs, traditions 
and etiquettes related to 
it, which relieve the stress 
of pitting your skills against the 
elements. By adhering to these 'rules 
of the road' you will not only increase 
the levels of your enjoyment, but 
you will vastly improve your boating 
experience. 

OUT ON THE WATER 

The rules of the road basically apply 
when you are underway on a boat. 

The onus is on the skipper to avoid 


any collisions with other vessels on 
the water. If you are going to overtake 
a slower boat on open water, keep as 
much distance between you and the 
other vessel as you can and reduce your 
speed. This will ensure that the other 
vehicle is not rocked by the wake of 
your boat. If you speed past a boat and 
hear the cook cursing from down below, 
you might find that there is fried egg 
plastered all over the walls and there is 
coffee awash on the floor of the galley. 
Don't be the loud, big wake -generating 
power boat that rocks the boat . . . 
excuse the pun. 


MOORING MENACE 

Always enter a mooring area at slow 
speed. You don't want to burst in at high 
speed, creating an unnecessarily large 
wake. The people on the boat next to 
you might be enjoying sundowners and 
the last thing they want is bubbly on 
their brogues. Remember not to get too 
close to other anchored boats as you 
don't want to bang hulls or get your 
anchor lines ensnared. If you need to use 
a spotlight on your boat when docked 
at the marina, ensure that you don't 
constantly shine it in the eyes of people 
on neighbouring boats. 
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SWEET SOUNDS 

Sound also carries long distances on the 
water, so ensure you keep your noise 
levels to a minimum when docked at 
the marina. 

FOOD MOOD 

Don't leave food lying around on your 
boat as it attracts cats, rats, cockroaches 
and flies. Your neighbours won't like 
it either. 

REFUEL RULE 

When refuelling your boat, don't wander 
off, because there is every likelihood that 
other boats are waiting to refuel. Follow 
the proper procedures when refuelling, 
pay for the fuel and then move off to 
allow other boats a chance to get 
their quota. 

MARINA MUSTS 

Always assist other boaters in your 
vicinity with their tie lines. It is good 




practice to assist other boaters. Make 
sure your power cords are placed so that 
they are not a tripping hazard. Don't 
leave your boat cleaning implements 
strewn all over the dock. Not only are 
they a tripping hazard but they are 
also unsightly. Keep the music levels 
way down when at the marina, or off. 
Your neighbours might not have the 
same music tastes as you. Shut off all 
electronic equipment such as yourVHF 
radio, as its constant squawking will 
keep fellow boaters awake. 

GUEST LIST GOODIES 

Explain to your guests in advance what 
is required on your boat. Offer them 
advice on what appropriate clothing to 
wear (non- slip shoes are a must) and tell 
them of any specific rules that pertain 
to your boat, such as the boat's smoking 
policy or the use of alcohol on the boat. 

If guests are staying the night on your 
boat, explain to them how the ablution 



facilities and showers work. Another 
important feature that the boat owner 
must explain to guests is the emergency 
procedures. All guests should be aware 
that littering is not allowed. 

SLIPWAY SUGGESTIONS 

Put your boat in the water from your 
trailer as quickly and efficiently as 
possible. The same applies to getting 
the boat out of the water and back 
onto the trailer. There will often be 
other boats wanting to come in or go 
out. Delegate responsibilities to crew 
members to cut down your time spent 
at the slipway. 

Everyone enjoys being out in their boats 
on the water and having fun in the sun. 
But, always be cognisant of those boats 
around you and if you ever notice a 
boat in distress, simply pull up 
alongside and ask them if they need 
your assistance. Good boaters always 
look out for their fellow man. ID

Equipment that should be standard fare on all boats 



INFLATABLE PFDs, PFDs AND LIFE RINGS 

Inflatable PFDs offer a lightweight and comfortable 
alternative to normal PFDs but both are important to 
have on board. Life rings with long lines attached to 
them are also very effective in assisting someone who 
has fallen overboard. 


PERSONAL LOCATOR BEACONS 

Also called PLBs, this device is used to find a 
man overboard. PLBs are particularly useful for 
alerting nearby vessels to your position while 
making rescue a whole lot easier. 
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DRIFT ANCHOR 

Having a drift anchor or sea anchor 
to stabilise the boat in heavy 
weather is important. It can be used 
to slow down your trolling speed 
and slow down drift. Different sea 
anchor stock sizes apply to different 
sized boats. 


FLARES 

Red flares are typically used to signal distress 
at sea. They can be used to signal other vessels 
and aircraft. There are two types of flares that are 
most commonly available and these are flares 
shot from a flare gun (looks like a traditional 
pistol) or the rocket-propelled parachute flare 
which goes higher and burns for longer than a 
flare shot from a flare gun. 


SECONDARY PUMP 

A secondary pump, sometimes called a 
crash pump, is simply a pipe that can be 
connected to the raw- water intake which 
acts as a highly effective bilge pump. If 
your boat does not have a crash pump, 
then a high-volume hand pump should 
always be kept on board in case of an 
emergency. 



THERMAL CAMERAS 

Thermal cameras have become an important part of the 
boater's arsenal and their use in thick fog or at night 
has saved many lives and stopped countless accidents. 
A thermal camera can easily pick up a boat at least a 
kilometre away and a person in the water at 500 metres. 


VHF RADIO 

Having a VHF radio on board is critical to 
making contact with first responders in the 
event of an emergency. Making a distress 
call will put all the other boaters in your 
vicinity on notice. 

REPLACEMENT PARTS 

Carry spares of the most commonly used 
parts for the boat such as pump impellers, 
spark plugs and an extra V-belt. 
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FIRE EXTINGUISHERS 

A fire extinguisher is a must for all boats. Go 
tor the larger extinguisher as it offers a much 
greater discharge (up to six times greater) 
from a B11 extinguisher, Though discharge 
times are very similar, 
the larger capacity 
extinguisher 
discharge 
amounts 
differently. 


A LIFE RAFT 

Life rafts are a necessary requirement by law on all 
sea -going vessels. Having a life raft: on board LhaL has 
an insulated floor and allows. easy boarding is best. 


TOOL KIT 


FIRST AID KIT 

A complete first aid kit is 
a must for a boat because 
accidents are going to 
happen. Whether it is for 
fish hooks that embed 
themselves in someone's 
finger, cuts, sprains or 
scrapes, these can be 
expected, so be prepared 
with a quality first aid kit 
that has a full selection of 
antiseptic ointments, eye 
drops, stomach remedies. 


Having a fully stocked tool kit on board wi 11 allow you to do 
those all-important repairs on the fly. Without a tool kit, what 
was a simple repair could become a much bigger problem.

WE TAKE A POKE AT 'THAT OKE' AND WATCH HIM GO UP IN SMOKE

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T here's always one: "the oke" 
who comes brandishing only 
a boep and boardshorts, yet 
he makes it onto the A-list of 
invitees for the boat party. This boet, 
armed with his 'deep south' way of 
speaking, brings nothing to the party 
- not even a T-shirt. He has a massive 
thirst for whatever beverages are 
available and to make matters worse, 
he can't fish and ends up eating all 
the chow! For him, waterskiing isn't 
an option, so forget that tight turn to 
send him on a scenic tour through the 
campsite. In light of the boarder who 
always seems to get the boat party to 
DEFCON level 1, we delve into the 
depths of being a good guest to ensure 
you're invited back. 

RULES OF ENGAGEMENT 
FEEDING FRENZY - RULE # 1 

If you've been invited to spend the 
day on a boat, or to a boat party, come 
prepared with food. A packet of crisps 
doesn't cut it. Don't arrive with nothing 
and then proceed to eat everyone else 
out of house and home. Bring more than 
your fair share of food; you are going to 
get hungry! 

BOOZE CRUISE - RULE # 2 

Don't finish your Energade on the dock, 
then promptly climb aboard and proceed 
to slug down every beer, cider and cool 
drink in the place. Bring ample drinks and 
cool drinks to last you the entire day. A 


sub-category of the Booze Cruise rule 
# 2 is don't get so hammered that you 
can't stand up straight. Maintaining 
your composure with a friendly smile 
and an amiable disposition will get 
you an invite to the next boat party 
- spewing five litres of strawberry 
flavoured booze all over the blonde 
goddess in the pink bikini won't. 

BAD AD-ONS - RULE # 3 

Don't assume you can bring friends, 
relatives or your mother-in-law who 
says she fishes. You received the invite, 
not your extended family or friends. 
What's more is that the boat owner 
has catered for a certain amount of 
people and if everyone brings a bad 
ad- on, the boat will start looking like 
a refugee barge. If you have to take a 
friend, ask the host beforehand if there 
is additional space for one - not your 
whole entourage. 

LEAVE IT LIKE YOU FOUND IT - 
RULE # 4 

Don't toss your empty beer cans and 
cigarette butts into the water. This 
offence will ban you for life from the 
boat. It is important to keep our pristine 
waterways free of litter so that we can 
enjoy boating on them for many years 
to come. Most captains keep a bin on 
board for a reason - so use it. Similarly, 
when the day is done, don't hop off 
the boat and head home. Tidy up the 
boat and even offer to clean the hull. 


The captain has spent the day being the 
designated driver and the last thing they 
feel like doing is picking up after everyone. 

BRING BACKUP - RULE # 5

on like butter on a fresh baked loaf of 
bread, or ask for a pair of sunnies and a 
hat. People don't like to lend out their 
personal possessions. Bring a towel if 
you're going to swim - you may not 
mind drip drying all over the seats but 
the skipper might. 

CAPTAIN MY CAPTAIN - 
RULE # B 

The captain is in charge. What the 
captain says goes as he or she is 
responsible for the safety of the people 
on the boat. Don't drink too much beer 
and try to wrestle the wheel away from 
the captain or start a fight on the boat.

PUNCTUAL PETE - RULE # 7 

Be punctual and never keep the whole 
party waiting - you don't want to be 
running down the jetty, waving and 
shouting at the boat as it powers off 
into the distance. Be there at least half 
an hour before your intended 
departure time. 

SAFETY SAVVY - RULE # 8 

Don't attempt a triple somersault pike 
dive, with a high degree of difficulty, 
off the back of the boat and break 
an arm. Don't sit on the side rails of 
the powerboat when it is moving at 
high speed and NEVER jump out of a 
moving boat. 

DJ DOUG - RULE #9 

We all like good music so don't insist 
on playing your three-hour playlist of 
dubstep. If the captain wants to change 
the tunes to something that won't melt 
your brain, don't whine about it. Bear it 
in mind that sound can travel across the 
water. You might enjoy "DJ Rattlesnake 
and the Psycho twins", but be 
courteous to others and don't 
dangerously straddle the fine line of 
blowing the boat's speakers. M 
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The correct propeller for the correct performance 


T he propeller is an important 
and vital component of any 
boat. Every motor has a correct 
rpm operating range and 
choosing the right propeller for your 
boat determines that the best fit will 
be a propeller that prevents the engine 
from over- revving but allows it to reach 
the minimum rpm rating where the 
maximum horsepower is produced. The 
correct propeller size is determined in 
part by the wide open throttle (WOT) 
operating range which can be located in 
the owner's manual and is expressed in 
horsepower at a particular rpm. 

CUPPED OR UNCUPPED? 

The two main variants of propeller are 


the uncupped and cupped version. The 
uncupped propeller does not have any 
cupping at the trailing edge of the blade. 
The cupped lip of the cupped propeller 
offers improved bite in the water and 
typically results in higher top-end 
speeds. 

TEST YOUR EXISTING PROPELLER 

Determining the maximum obtainable 
rpm by using the wide open throttle 
(WOT) test is the way to go. If the motor 
revs beyond the suggested maximum 
rpm set out in the user manual, you 
might need to increase the pitch of your 
propeller's blades to reduce the rpm. A 
two -inch increase in the bend on the 
blades will result in approximately a 


250 to 400 rpm reduction. Switching 
from an uncupped propeller to a cupped 
propeller will also reduce the rpm of 
the motor. Conversely if the motor 
has a problem reaching its suggested 
maximum rpm range, the pitch of the 
blades needs to be decreased. Pitch 
increases are usually in larger four-inch 
increments for twin-engine boats. 

THE PROP FOR YOUR CRAFT 

Boats that require higher top speeds, 
such as ski boats, utilise propellers that 
have a higher pitch. Cruisers typically 
use a propeller with a lower pitch to 
benefit from the low-end power. It is 
always highly important for the wide 
open throttle (WOT) rpm rating that 
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appears in the user manual be adhered 
to. If the motor can't reach the suggested 
rpm range, the motor will be operating 
under excessive load and this can cause 
damage to the engine. Having the wrong 
propeller on your boat is often the cause 
of premature engine failure. 

PROPELLER PROPERTIES 

Propellers are made of either stainless 
steel or aluminium. Aluminium 
propellers are ideally suited to small 
and medium- sized boats while 
being traditionally a lot cheaper than 
stainless steel props. The advantages of 
stainless steel propellers are that they 
are available in larger pitch sizes and 
they don't flex as much under power. 
Aluminium propellers bend when in use 
and thus the overall size of the propeller 
is reduced by close to one pitch size. 
Stainless steel props also offer extra bow 
lift which allows the boat to go faster at 
higher speeds in turbulent waters. 

DETERMINING PROPELLER SIZE 

The size of a propeller is determined 


by two sets of numbers. The diameter 
is always displayed first with the pitch 
rating following it. 

DETERMINING DIAMETER 

The diameter is double the distance 
from the centre of the hub to the tip 
of the blade. 

PITCH PERFECT 

Pitch is determined by how much the 
propeller moves the boat forward in one 
full revolution. 

THE REAL REVOLUTION 

Ensuring that your boat has the correct 
propeller is vital for the longevity of the 
motor. If you need additional advice on 
which propeller is most suited to your 
engine, stop off at your nearest boat 
dealer and ask one of the knowledgeable 
staff members for the information you 
need. They'll be only too happy to assist 
you. What's more, George Clooney and 
Mark Wahlberg would never have made 
it through "The Perfect Storm" with a 
faulty propeller. ID 
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\ Getting yourself and your boat perfectly trimmed for summer \ 


W e all like to be slim and look our best for summer 
and that is why we feverishly put ourselves 
through stringent gym paces in the months prior 
to the sunny season. It makes us feel good and we 
operate that much better when we are in peak physical condition. 
To keep your boat running perfectly and having it glide effortlessly 
across the water means understanding the trim of your outboard 
motor. If you have just purchased a new boat or a good used one, 
it might take a bit of practice to attain the perfect trim, and, should 
you be a complete novice to boating it is a good idea to ask your 
marine dealer - or an experienced boater - for assistance when 
learning how to trim your boat. Optimising the 'hole shot' and 
generating peak efficiency from your motor through the careful 
control of trim will have your boat planing in record time and 
saving you lots of money in reduced fuel bills. 


delegate where the passengers should sit and other details such 
as fuel tanks and iceboxes being stored to offer even distribution 
allowing for easy trimming. Too much weight on one side of the 
boat will cause it to steer badly, with the ride being uncomfortable 
and the correct trim conditions even more difficult to attain. 


THE BEST POSITION 

The first thing that needs to be understood about getting the 
trim correct on a boat is that the weight distribution should be as 
close to perfect as possible. This is usually left up to the skipper to 
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TRIM TREMENDOUSLY 

Trimming a motor is not 
an exact science and this 
is the reason that getting to 
know your particular boat is 
imperative to understanding how 
to trim it correctly in the many different 
conditions it will encounter when out on the 
water. There are numerous determining factors that influence how 
the boat is trimmed - such as the many varying sea conditions - 
including wind, swell, chop and wave action. The direction of the 
boat, in the given conditions of the day, also determine how the 
boat will trim. 


INCORRECT TRIM 

When the bow is visibly pushing water and the hull is throwing a 
lot of spray, it is an indication that the outboard motor is trimmed 
too far in. When the outboard motor is trimmed too far out, the 
stern becomes buried and the bow is lifted a little higher. In larger 
swell or waves, a bow-heavy boat can easily broach. Rectifying 
a boat's direction when it has broached is the same as the 
manoeuvre necessary to correct a skid in a car, and this involves 
steering into the original direction being travelled. In other words, 
turning into the skid/broach will help pull the boat in the right 
direction. 

GET TO KNOW THE BOAT 


TYPES OF TRIM 
Trimming In 

• Lowers the bow in the water 

• Results in the boat planing more quickly, particularly with 
increased load 

• Improves ride in choppy seas 

• Increases steering torque or pulling to the right. 

Neutral Trimming 

• Lowers the bow in the water 

• Improves fuel efficiency 

• Propeller shaft sits parallel to the surface of the water. 

Trimming Out 

• Lifts the bow 

• Increases the top speed of the boat 

• Increases clearance in shallower waters 

• Increases steering torque or pulling to the left 

• Can cause the boat to bounce or porpoise if used excessively 

• Can cause cavitation of the propeller and result in over- revving. 


Even experienced skippers need to familiarise themselves with 
a new boat or a boat they are not accustomed to. Different boats 
react differently to the conditions they face on the water, thus 
taking time to get to know how each particular boat reacts is 
important. 

TEST YOUR TRIM 

When the angle of your trim is too great, the boat will lose speed 
and the revs will climb due to the propeller not being able to gain 
purchase on the water. Now try a few tight turns with the boat 
to see how your trim responds under these conditions. It is often 
necessary to trim in prior to these turns to ensure the propeller 
does not lose its grip. Trimming out for straight running will give 
added speed without the need for applying more throttle. 

THE END OF THE ROAD 

Now that we've given you all the facts about getting slim and trim 
for summer, not only will you be looking good for the balmy days 
ahead, but you will also be managing your boat with a new style 
and finesse that will have other boaters envying your slim-trim 
skills. B=] 
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S ince the new safety laws 
concerning sea and inland 
watercraft were implemented in 
2009, all vessels now fall under 
the regulation of the South African 
Marine Safety Authority (SAMSA). 

With the implementation of the new 
regulations, all vessels greater than 15 hp 
require a minimum category R skipper's 
ticket. To use a vessel on inland waters 
such as dams and rivers, a minimum of 
category R skipper's ticket is needed. The 
vessel or craft being used on the water 
needs a minimum of a 30% buoyancy 
certificate issued by a SAMSA appointed 
agent. All skippers of motor vessels of 
more than 15 hp and sailing vessels of 
nine metres and more in length must be 
certificated. 

A certificate of fitness (COF) is 


required for the craft and a certificate of 
competence (COC) is mandatory for the 
skipper. Once a skipper has obtained 
the COC through a SAMSA agent, it 
does not need to be renewed annually. 
The COC can be upgraded to a higher 
certificate if desired. The boat's certificate 
of fitness does need to be renewed on an 
annual basis. Regulations are enforced 
by SAMSA agents at boating clubs and 
launch sites. 

JETSKI 

REQUIREMENTS 

Even jetskis that are over three metres 
in length require the necessary safety 
equipment as set out by SAMSA. A jetski 
is classified in the following categories: 

• Category R for use in inland waters 

• Category E for use no more than one 


nautical mile from shore 

• Category D for use in less than five 
nautical miles from shore. 

Remember, that you need to have the 
relevant skipper's ticket to go out to sea 
in any watercraft. 

GETTING YOUR 
SKIPPER’S TICKET 

Below are the different skipper's courses 
that are available for the various levels of 
competency. 

• CATEGORY R SKIPPER'S 
COURSE (INLAND WATER 
BODIES ONLY): This is usually a 
one-day theoretical course that is held 
in a classroom. A pre- examination 
task and a national exam will have 

to be completed. A minimum of 25 
hours inland water time must be

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logged to qualify for a category R 
ticket and a practical assessment will 
also have to be completed. 

• CATEGORY E SKIPPER'S 
COURSE (LESS THAN ONE 
NAUTICAL SEA MILE LIMIT): 

This is a one-day theoretical course 
that is held in a classroom. A pre- 
examination task and a national 
exam will have to be completed as 
well as a nautical exam. A minimum 
of 20 hours sea time is required for 
a category E ticket and a practical 
assessment will need to be completed. 

• CATEGORY C SKIPPER'S 
COURSE (LESS THAN 15 
NAUTICAL SEA MILE LIMIT): 

This is a one-day theoretical course 
that is held in a classroom. A pre- 
examination task needs to be 


completed as well as the nautical 
examination. A minimum of 25 hours 
sea time is mandatory to qualify for a 
category C licence. 

• CATEGORY B UPGRADE 
SKIPPER'S COURSE (LESS 
THAN 40 NAUTICAL SEA MILE 
LIMIT). The qualification criteria 
for this course require you to be a 
category C skipper with a minimum 
of 100 hours sea time being logged. 
This course will teach you how to 
navigate and plan a sea trip. Once you 
have this qualification you can apply 
to become a Coastal Skipper (night 
rating). To qualify for this course you 
have to be a qualified Cat C skipper 
and must have logged a minimum 
of 100 hours sea time. You will be 
taught how to navigate and plan 


your journey and given an exercise in 
advanced navigation. On completion 
of this course, you can apply for a 
Coastal Skipper Night Rating ticket. 
You will need to complete a Ship's 
Lights Test and have completed an 
additional 50 night hours of sea time. 

It is imperative that all boat owners 
have the correct certification to ensure 
their compliance with the safety 
regulations set out by SAMSA. With 
your skipper's ticket you will have the 
necessary knowledge to safely negotiate 
the waterways you desire.

OFF-SHORE & UTILITY BOATS 
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he Global Maritime Distress 
and Safety System (GMDSS) 
is a global system which 
is designed to cater for all 
types of boats, from large tankers to 
small craft. The reason for adopting 
this system is to provide a single 
internationally recognised marine 
radio system. Presently we have 
two marine radio systems running 
in parallel - the GMDSS, which is 
used by merchant ships, and the old 
manual radiotelephone system, used 
by smaller recreational boats. We 
all need to talk to each other when 
the chips are down. The most 
suitable GMDSS communications 
system for recreational boaters is 
the VHF DSC system that allows 
automated communication with 
all types of vessels as well as 
shore stations. 


WHAT ARE THE ADVANTAGES 
OF VHF DSC RADIO? 

Once the single distress button on 
the radio has been depressed, the 
following forms part of the call that 
goes out to all DSC equipped boats: 

• the identity of the calling station 

• the position, if a GPS receiver is 
connected 

• the priority category of the 

call which can be distress, urgent, 
safety or routine 

• distress calls will automatically 
repeat until stopped by an 
acknowledgment message. 

VHF DSC is particularly useful if 
the crew have to abandon ship. It 
is simply a red distress button that 
needs to be pushed and the signal 
will be sent until your boat sinks. The 
VHF DSC radio has a feature called 
position polling. This automatically 
allows another station to request 
your GPS positioning, if the GPS is 
connected. 

WHAT DOES VHF DSC DO? 

The DSC paging system uses data 
signals to automate the reception and 


the transmission of the calls via the 
VHF marine radio channel 70. Simply, 
a DSC distress message is a brief burst 
of digitised information transmitted 
from the boat in distress to a variety 
of other stations. Each DSC radio has 
a unique number, very much like a 
mobile phone but unlike the mobile 
phone application, the DSC message 
is distributed to every other radio 
within range. The DCS system is used 
by coastal monitoring stations, ships 
and boats to relay distress signals, as 
well as other matters of urgency and 
dangerous on-water traffic-related 
instances. All DSC radios should be 
connected to a GPS unit. 

THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE 
DSC SYSTEM 

SAMSA has recently taken over the 
Telkom stations and these stations 
run along the coastline and offer 
assistance to ships and boats in 
distress. All distress signals will 
be repeated back to the closest 
responding station and then directed 
to Cape Town where the necessary 
authorities will dispatch rescue 
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vessels from the nearest station. 
Though allVHF radios now come 
fitted with the DSC function, which 
is the world standard, the DSC 
distress infrastructure is still being 
implemented along the South African 
coastline and it will be a while before 
it is up and running. 

In maritime notice number 4 of 2015, 
of the South African Marine Safety 
Authority states the following regarding 
the changing systems: 

• The renewal of the Telkom/ 
Department of Transport SOLAS 
Service Agreement was signed on 
the 14th January 2014. This is the 
Agreement whereby Telkom Maritime 
Services provides SOLAS distress 
watch keeping and Maritime Safety 
Information Services. 

• The Agreement shall be fully 
implemented by 01/07/2015 and 
South Africa shall declare GMDSS 
Sea Area Al. Sea Area A1 is defined 
as: "A coastal area within the 
radiotelephone coverage of at least 
one VHF coast station in which 
continuous DSC alerting is available". 

• The existing analogue shore based 
radio equipment will be replaced by 
digital equipment. For small vessels 
to interact with the digital equipment, 
a VHF radio with DSC capability is 
required. This will also ensure inter- 
operability between all vessels. 

• A DSC distress alert sent on VHF 
CH 70 has the following advantages 
over the traditional radiotelephone 
Mayday call transmitted on VHF CH 
16: a. A digital signal travels further 
than a voice signal - improved 
range of transmission; b. Distress 
alert (undesignated) provided with 
the single press of a button; c. The 
position is included in the initial 
distress alert. 

•VHF CH 16 aural watch keeping will 
be maintained by Telkom Maritime 
Services until April 2018 to allow all 
vessels to make the transition to 
DSC carriage. 

• 29 Mhz and 2182 khz aural watch- 
keeping by Telkom ceased with effect 
from 01/07/2015. MN 4 of 2015. 


• Due to the cessation of the SOLAS 
watch keeping by the South African 
coast stations on 29 Mhz, it will no 
longer be appropriate for small vessels 
to carry 29 Mhz radios as a safety 
option in terms of item 18, Annexure 
2 of the Merchant Shipping (National 
SmallVessel Safety) Regulations 2007. 
Categories of vessels covered by these 
regulations shall be equipped with 
VHF Marine Radios to comply with 
the safety requirement. 

• In summary, vessels may continue 
to carry 29 Mhz radios as voluntary 
fit equipment for intership 
communications, communications 
with clubs etc., however, these radios 
are no longer appropriate to fulfill the 
safety requirements of the regulations 
dated 01/07/2015. 

It's evident the new VHF DSC system is 
going to offer all boaters greater safety 
and rescue responses. For more info and 
to purchase a DSC VHF, contact 
MDM Services on (021) 671 6751.

SALTWATER FLY FISHING WITH CHARTER BOAT CAPTAIN ROB NAYSMITH 



Leisure Boating: You are one of the 

pioneers of saltwater fly fishing in South 
Africa, when was it first discovered that 
saltwater fly fishing was possible? 

Rob Naysmith: Fly fishing has been 
around for a very long time but salt 
water fly fishing started off as a shore - 
based sport, probably in the US, and 
the originators thought it would be fun 
to try salt water fly fishing - and that 
started the ball rolling. In South Africa, I 
remember, probably in the 80s, the first 
guys coming down to the rocks with fly 
rods and thinking it was a joke. These 
guys lost so many lines and I didn't see 
them land a single fish in the beginning. 
But, they were trying, off the rocks and 


in the surf. They did had some success 
off the jetties and piers though. I got the 
idea of fly fishing from a boat from a very 
good fly fisherman called Guy Kedian 
and he suggested we try fly fishing from 
my boat. We possibly weren't the first, as 
fly fishing had already been done from 
boats overseas. I went out to try and 
buy tackle and I had to go as far afield 
as Durban to find the tackle I needed at 
an outlet called King's Sports. I needed 
something heavy and strong and they 
had a Daiwa Gold, I think it was a 10 
weight. It was quite a laugh because the 
rod was imported and everyone would 
come into the shop and admire the rod 
but nobody would buy it because of its 
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size. It was a huge thing and the only 
reel I could find for it was a centre pin 
kind of reel that had no drag system, but 
rather a ratchet type anti-reverse system. 
I was lucky enough to have grown up 
using a Scarborough reel so I knew how 
to work the thing and then it was a case 
of designing flies. You can't just use an 
ordinary fly that comes out of a box for 
river use. 

LB: Was it trial and error in the 
beginning to determine what the best 
possible saltwater flies and lines to use 
were, as it was unchartered territory? 

Rl\l: Yes, you needed the flies to sink 
and hop and go upside down. We also 
needed to decide on their colour, the 
line type we would use and many other 
aspects that make salt water fly fishing 
possible today. It was trial and error in 
the beginning accompanied by a huge 
learning curve. We needed to gather 
so much knowledge before salt water 
fly fishing became the successful and 
enjoyable sport it is today. 

LB: Do you have any interesting stories 
from your earlier fly fishing days? 

RIM: My friend Guy, mentioned earlier, 
had been harassing me to try his 8 
weight salt water fly rod and I had been 
declining his offer as I did not want to 
get into a long fight with a fish. I was 
using a 10 weight and Guy, who was 
a brilliant fisherman, caught a fish on 
the 8 weight rod. Somewhere along 
the line I picked up the 8 weight rod in 
error and within seconds of my cast, I 
had a snoek hooked. I fought the snoek 
until I had it next to the boat and then 
a large shark came and ate the snoek 
and became hooked. It was a huge 
bronze whaler. All I could do was watch 
the reel getting emptier as the line 
spooled quickly off the reel. Eventually 
it spooled the entire line, without even 
slowing down, until the line snapped at 
the tippet, which was the weakest point. 
I then handed the 8 weight fly rod back 
to Guy and told him he needed to wind 
all the line back on again. 

LB: What type of fish would commonly 
be caught when saltwater fly fishing? 
RIM: Snoek are the easiest to catch. Then 


I would target things like yellowtail, 
which are surface feeders, which requires 
a slightly different style of fly fishing. 
You've got to stalk them and you have 
to position your boat so that you can 
get a line to them. Lures work to bring 
them up. You can see them with a pair of 
'polarised' sunglasses. You see how fast 
and in which direction they are going, 
then position the fly in front of their 
path. Sometimes I'll take the hooks off a 
spoon and attract the fish to where my 
clients are fly fishing. 

LB: Do you use fly fishing specific rods 
when saltwater fly fishing? 

RIM: Yes, they are built for fly fishing, 
they are heavy duty and can take a lot 
of punishment. The lightest fly rod I use 
is a 5 or 6 weight rod. I go right up to 14 
weight rods. 

LB: What types of reels do you use for 
fly fishing? 

RIM: There are so many good brands 
on the market. They are all aluminium, 
incidentally. My favourite is still a 
Fenwick that I got many years ago. 

All must have ball bearings, all must 


have serious drag washers, and I tend 
to use deeper, wider reels that can take 
more backing. 

LB: How do you determine when 
conditions are right for fly fishing? 

RIM: Generally, you can't fly fish in winds 
that are more than 6 or 7 knots. Lines 
get tangled if the conditions are too 
windy. The calmer the conditions when 
fly fishing, the better. 

LB: Is the casting method from a charter 
boat completely different to river fly 
fishing casting? 

RIM: No, they are much the same styles. 
Your action is basically the same with a 
double -haul to get the required speed 
you need. You also need a heavy line to 
keep it airborne. I use a shooting head 
which is a shorter line and I use DI7s 
and things like that. 

LB: What type of lures and jigs would 
you use when saltwater fly fishing? 

RIM: They are not a specific make, but 
are similar to a Clowser, but a bigger 
version. The ones I use are specifically 
weighted and designed for optimum ► 
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catching in the conditions I encounter 
on my charters. I also occasionally use 
poppers if conditions are calm, along 
with streamers. 

LB: Do you use a steel bit trace when fly 
fishing at sea? 

RIM: Yes, when I'm fishing for snoek. 

LB: Have you ever had any success with 
freshwater flies being used at sea? 

RIM: No, but I can tell you a Woolly 
Bugger might work. 

LB: Do you ever fly fish in shallower 
waters near prawn banks or is it mainly 
deep sea fly fishing? 

RIM: Mainly deep sea, but I do enjoy 
Grunter fly fishing over prawn banks 
where 3, 4 and 5 weight rods will be 
used. Grunter fishing is like a cross 
between traditional river fly fishing and 
salt water fly fishing. The tackle is much 
lighter, with lighter lines and flies that 
imitate prawns. 

LB: Do you find that occasionally the 
size of the fish is too big for the fly 
fishing rods you have rigged? 

RIM: If you have the time and patience, 
you can land a whale on a child's rod! 

LB: Do the seasons play an important 
part in what you catch? 

RIM: Winter time is best for snoek and 
summer is best for yellow tail and tuna. 

LB: Do tuna, yellowtail and snoek put 
up a good fly fishing fight? 

RIM: Yes, snoek especially. It's one of 
the most incredible fish in the ocean. 

I've had days where charter clients 
catch over twenty snoek per rod. That's 
phenomenal fly fishing. Nowhere in the 
world will you get that sort of success 
with salt water fly fishing. Yellowtail 
will put up a tough fight and they like 
to go down and try and cut the line on 
a reef or a rock. Tuna are just plain hard 
work, they're fast and big. You tend to 
lose a lot of tuna, purely because of their 
large size. 

LB: Do you ever fly fish for shad, Garrick 
or mackerel? 

RIM: Yes, we catch all of those. 


LB: Do you ever fish estuaries and 
lagoon mouths? 

RIM: Yes, that's where the shad, 
Garrick, stumpnose, leeries, bream, 
cob and many other species, even 
blacktail can be caught. 

LB: What can clients expect when 
saltwater fly fishing on one of your 
charters? 

RIM: I rig the boat with rods and 
tackle according to the weather 
conditions and if the salt water fly 
fishing conditions are not suitable, 


I'll opt for conventional fishing. We 
might even do conventional fishing 
to get the fish up and t hen change to 
fly fishing. All in all my clients have 
a highly enjoyable time and this is 
why my repeat business and referral 
business customer base is so large.

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T he old saying, "Be able to stop 
in half the distance of your 
visibility," is a very good nautical 
yardstick to use when boating, 
because travelling through thick fog and 
mist needs to be done with the utmost care 
and caution. Slower is always better when 
visibility is compromised. 


FOG SIGNALS SOUNDED 

Power- driven vessels, that are making 
way, need to give one prolonged blast 
every two minutes to alert nearby vessels 
of their presence. Power- driven vessels 
that are stationary need to give off two 
prolonged blasts every two minutes with a 
one second interval between them. Sailing 
boats, vessels restricted in their ability to 
manoeuvre, vessels constrained by draft, 
vessels engaged in fishing, towing or 
pushing another vessel need to give off 
one prolonged blast followed by two short 
blasts every two minutes. 

WHAT’S THE CREW TO DO? 

Crew members need to be on lookout 
well forward on the boat and they need 
to be highly attentive to noises made by 
other boats, wave action on reefs and 
any other sounds that might indicate 
the presence of another boat or rocky 
outcrops in the vicinity. Sounds often 
appear to be different and locating their 
origin is more difficult when there is thick 
fog around. Having lookouts posted on 
your boat is especially important if the 
helm station is inside. The more lookouts 
you have the better. 

TRAVELLING IN CONVOY 

If you are part of a convoy of boats 
caught in fog try and stay in a close, yet 
staggered, formation with each boat 


slightly offset to the next. This type of 
formation alleviates accidents if the lead 
boat has to stop suddenly. 

NOISY ENGINES OFF 

If the engines are noisy on your boat, it 
is advised that they be shut off for short 
periods of time, if conditions allow it, so 
that the captain and crew can listen for 
other boats that might be sounding their 
horns in the near vicinity. 

TOP TIPS FOR LOW VISIBILITY 

1. Wear a flotation device at all times 

2. Use your navigation lights to illuminate 
the vessel in foggy conditions 

3. Make use of a fog horn to warn others 
of your location 

4. Prepare your anchor with ample line to 
throw overboard at a moment's notice 

5. Make proper use of the radar 
equipment - if you have it on board 

6. Mark your position on a chart plotter 
or a chart 

7. Slow your speed right down. 

BEWARE OF THE BIG GUNS 

Even though larger vessels have radar, 
they might not always pick up the smaller 
vessels, so it is important to keep a 
constant vigil when boating in shipping 
lanes in the fog. Freighters and other 
vessels move at high speed and even 
having a mile between you will leave only 
a few minutes to get out of the way. 

VISIBLE VESSELS 

Travelling in the fog should be treated 
with the care it deserves and it will 
reduce the incidence of accidents, 
making the waterways a safer place 
for all. H=3
